GEN. PHIL SHERIDAN’S HEALTH. 


Chicago More Interested in It than Most 
People Imagine. 

The fact that the commanderof the army, 
| Lieut.-Gen. P. H. Sheridan, is seriously ill at 
his home in Washington, D. C., suggests the 
consideration of army changes to follow, or 
which might follow, in the event of Gen. 
Sheridan’s death. As the law now stands 
he will have no successor as Lieutenant- 
General. The law restricts the number of 
Major-Generals to three. The Major-Gen- 
erals are: John M. Schofield, Oliver O. How- 
ard, and George Crook, ail commanding mili- 
tary divisions. Only six Brigadier-Generals 
of the line are allowed. These offices are 
filled as follows: Nelson A. Miles, David 
S. Stanley, John Gibbon, Thomas H. Ruger, 
Wesley Merritt, and John R. Brooke. 
Since Gen. Sherman’s retirement a bill to 
recreate the office of General has been pre- 
sented ateach session of Congress, but no 
vote has ever been taken on it in both 
Houses. Sheridan did not succeed Sherman 
in the iatter’s rank of General. Should 
Lieut.-Gen. Sheridan die, Maj.-Gen. Schofield 
would, by virtue of his rank as senior Major- 
General, succeed to the command of the 
army, and it is probable that his station 
would be changed from New York to Wash- 
ington. In this event succession to the head- 
quarters of the Division of the Atlantic would 
seem to be in order, but not necessarily so. 
Departments are | 
. Statutes of the United States; divisions are 
not. When Maj.-Gen, Brown commanded 
the armies of the United States he dia not 
have his headquarters in Washington. Such, 
however, would now be necessary probably 
because the whole plant of the War De- 

nt is there. The geographical limits 
of departments are fixed or changed by the 
Executive according as he thinks the inter- 
ests of the service demand, and may be done 
away with altogether if he so pleases and 
directs. It follows, therefore, that, should 
Maj.-Gen. Schofield be called to re sh 
the command of a division and to suc 
Lieut.-Gen. Sheridan, all of the three mili- 
tary divisions might be done away with al- 
together. In this event the two junior Maj- 
or-Generals, Howard and Crook, would re- 
vert to the command of departments only. 
There would be just enough to go around— 
eight Generals and eight departments. 

The headquarters of the Division of the 
Missouri were fixed in Chicago by Gen. Sher- 
idan because he liked place and its peo- 
ple. Gen. She rather favorea St. Louis. 
The commercial interests of Chicago are aia- 
ed by the establishment here of division 
headquarters, because the Government main- 
tains large purchasing depots here. It is 
probable that any attempt to break up the 
division would meet with vigorous resist- 
ance, but such a contingency may occur. Chi- 
cago is interested in the health of Gen. Sher- 
idan. 


AN INDIANA POSTMASTER INDICTED. 


He Is Charged with Withholding His Suc- 
cessor’s Notice of Appointment. 


The exhaustion of the appropriation for 
jurors’ fees in the United States Court pre- 
vented the beginning of the trial of a pe- 
culiar case today. Daniel W. Martin of Oak- 
ford, Howard County, was the Postmaster, 
and John N. Croussore was named as his 
successor. The letter of appointment was 
mailed to Croussore early in May, but did not 
reach him until the latter part of June, 1887, 
and then only when he learned that it was 
being detained in the office at Oakford and 
had madea positiveand emphatic demand 
therefor. Mr. Croussore then filed his bond 
and forwarded it. His commission followed, 
reaching the Oakford office, as alleged, the 
27th day of August. There it lay for several 
months, and finally, after an inspector had 
taken hold of the matter, it was returned to 
the department at Washington, reaching 
there in January of the present ‘year. The 
Government alleges that this was detained 
by Martin to prevent his successor from tak- 
ing possession of the office, and he has been 
indictea for such detention. 


CHARGE AGAINST A CUSTOM-HOUSE. 


Valuable Books Claimed to Have Been 
Stolen by Government Officials. 

San Francisco, Cal., May 24.—[Special. ]|— 
Edward McGrath, a well-to-do resident of 
San Francisco, who returned from Europe 
some months ago, charges that fourteen 
cases of rare old books which he collected 
abroad were» broken into and robbed while 
they were in the appraiser’s store in New 
York. McGrath furnished affidavits of the 
Captain and officers of the ship that dis- 
charged the books that the cases when de- 
luvered to the custom-house officials were in 
good order’ and protected by iron strips. The 
cases returned trom the appraiser’s store 
were in bad condition, the iron strips having 
been wrenched off and many valuable works 
taken. The matter having been laid before 
Collector Magone that official has sent Mc- 
Grath the report of the Special Treasury 
Agent of New York that it is impossible to 
ascertain whether the robbery occurred in 
the custom-house or on board ship. McGrath 
claims to have abundant affidavits to show 
that the books were not stolen on the ship.

“JIMMIE” CANNON IN TOWN. 


The Famous Scout Pays a Visit to His 
Former Commander. 

Yesterday forenoon im the vestibule of the 
Palmer House an old white-haired, big- 
framed, and big-nosed man made himseif 
conspicuous by loud talking and noisy dem- 


onstrations. He wore a big Mexican som- 


brero and had a good deal to say about “Tex- 
as, „Ben McCulloch,” Texas Rangers.“ 
and Gen. Crook.“ The man was James 
Cannon—more co known as Jim- 
mie Cannon—and he is the only survivor of 
the Alamo massacre, Which tragedy dates 
March 6, 1836. : 

„Jimmie Cannon is now an inmate, on 
furlough, of the Soldiers Home at Milwaukee, 
Wis. ; draws a pension from the Government; 
has been a Government scout, and expects 
the ‘lexas Legislature to confirm his claim to 
a large and valuable tract of land in that 
State. He has considerable money in his 
possession, and called upon his old command- 
er, Gen. Crook, before he started on his 
spree three days ago. « Yesterday morning 
“Jimmie” was in the friendly care of a 
special policeman, who displayed as a reason 
for his solicitude u letter from one of Gen. 
Crook’s aides commending Jimmie as a 
man who had been a Government scout. His 
presence suggests a giimpse of Texas history. 


In 1832 the American settlers took the first. 


steps toward independence, The first battle 
was at Gonzales, Oct. 2, 1835, followed on the 
9th by the capture of the Town of Goliad by 
the Texans. The possession of Conception 
tollowed. After this last engagement Sam 
Houston was elected Commander-in-Chief of 
the Texas forces. . - 

The war attracted to the ranks of the Lone 
Star Republic such men as Ben McCuiloch 
(who was killed leading tne Confederate 
forces at Pine Ridge, Ark.), Col. Bowie, Col. 
W. B. Travis, Col. Fannin, and other men of 
reckless bravery. Dec. 10, 1835, San Antonio 
de Bexar was captured, and, after the capitu- 
lation of that town and the surrender of 1,000 


| Mexican soldiers, the Republic of Texas was 


free from invaders. Gen. Santa Anna, at the 
head of 7,500 men, well provided with artal- 
lery and munitions obtained from British 
sources, then invaded Texas and invested 
the Alamo, a strong fort near San Antonio, 
some of the adove wails of which 
fort are still standing. The Alamo was 
garrisoned by 172 men under Col. Travis. 
“Jimmie”? Cannon was then less than 10 
years old and had taken refuge inthe Alamo. 
The fort was bombarded for eleven days and 
was carried by storm, 4,000 Mexican soldiers 
participating in the assault. Of the 172 
Americans alive Feb, 23 nota man escaped. 
Those who survived the capture were in- 
duced to throw down their arms and sur- 
render as prisoners of war. By order of Gen. 
Santa Anna ail were then put to the sword 
and died fighting. The only survivors were 
a woman, a servant, and little Jimmie 
Canndn. The Mexican loss was 1,600. “Jim- 
mie Cannon has a vivid remembrance, he 
says, of the battle of San Jacinto, April 21, 
1836. There Gen. Sam Houston captured 
Santa Anna with 730 other prisoners. When 
Ben-McCulloch organized the Texas Rangers 
“Jimmie” Cannon joined him, but refused to 
join fortunes with him when the War of the 
Rebellion broke out. Cannon enlisted in an 
Iowa regiment of cavalry during the Civil 
War, and the testimoniais displayed by him 
at the Palmer House yesterday were such as 
any man would have a right to be proud of.

THE CORNER-STONE LAID. 


BEGINNING OF THE GREAT CATHOLIC 
UNIVERSITY IN WASHINGTON. 


The Imposing Ceremonies Were Interfered 
With by Rain—The President in Attend- 
ance with a 
tinguished Church Officialsa—The Pope 
Sends a Medal and Apostolic Blessing 
to Miss Caldwell, the Founder of the 
Institution. 


Wasurneton,-D. C., May 24.—The corner- 
stone of the Divinity Building of the new 
Catholic University of America was laid this 
afternoon. The day was rainy and gloomy. 
As early as 10 o’clock delegates from Baiti- 
more and other neighboring cities began to 
arrive, and from that time until after 3 
o’clock every incoming train brought its 
quota of visitors. Cardinal Gibbons arrived 
from Baltimore at 11 o'clock and was attend- 
ed by a number of distinguished prelates. 
The Cardinal was driven at once to the 
residence of the Rev. Dr. Chapelle. 
At 2 o’clock he accompanied Col. and Mme. 
Bonaparte in tneir carriage to the university 
grounds, where about 3,000 people had already 
assembled. Fully 25,000 people had been ex- 
pected, but the heavy rain and the deep mud 
of the country road had deterred all save 
the bravest. The grand procession under 
the direction of Gen. Rosecrans, which was 
to have been an imposing teature of the cere- 
monies, had to be abandoned. The canvas 
and bunting which had been stretched over 
the grand stand to protect the people from 
the rain indifferently answered its purpose. 
Altogether the day was as  unpleas- 
ant as could well be. Among the dis- 
tinguished prelates present were James, 
Cardinal Gibbons, Archbishops Will 
jams of Boston, Ryan of Philadelphia, 
Elder of Cincinnati, Salpointe of Santa Fé, 
and Ireland of St. Paul; Bishops Spalding of 
Peoria, Keane of Richmond, Kyan of Buffalo, 
Northrop of Charleston, S. C., Bourke of 
Cheyenne, Macheveuf of Denver, Brondel of 
Heiena, Gilmour of Cleveland, Janssens of 
Natchez, Phelan of Pittsburg, Kain of Wheel- 
ing, O'Reilly of Springfield, O’Sullivan of. 
Mobile, Moore of St. Augustine, Lebœuf of 
Washington Territory, Maes of Covington, 
MoGovern of Harrisburg; Dr. John S. Foley, 
Bishop-elect of Detroit; Robert Fulton, 8. J., 
Provincial of the Order ot Jesuits of the 
United States; Monsignors Farley of New 
York and Sullivan of Wheeling. 

A large number of priests, scholastics, and 
seminarians were also present. A few mo- 
ments before 4 o’ciock the President arrived, 
and was introduced to Cardinal Gibbons and 
the other distinguished diyines present, who 
removed their scarlet and purple berettas 
and remained uncovered while the President 
was standing. He took a proffered seat bo- 
tween the Cardinal and Bishop Ireland on the 
platform. Secretaries Bayard, Vilas, Whit- 
ney, and Endicott, and Postmaster-General 
Dickinson arrived soon after and took seats 
near the President. At 40’clock a choir of 
150 voices, accompanied by the Marine Band, 
rendered Haydn’s anthem, The Heavens 
Are Telling.” This was followed by the 
chanting of Psalm 83 by the choristers from 
St. Mary's Seminary and St. Charles’ Col- 
lege of Baltimore. After selections were 
rendered by the choir and the Marine Band 
the Rt.-Rev. Bishop Spalding of Peoria gave 
the principal address. The Bishop predicted 
a splendid future for the church, and at the 
conclusion of his address said: “ And now 
how shali I more fittingly conclude than 
with the name ot her whose generous heart 
and enlightenéd wind were the impulse 


which has given to what had long been hope. 


deferred and a dreamlike vision, existence 
and a dwelling place—Mary Gwendolen Cald- 
well?’ 

Bishop Keane, rector of the university, 
addressed himself to Miss Caldweil,who was 
seated at the right and in front of the plat- 
form, and read a short letter from the Cardi- 
nal to Miss Caldwell expressing the profound 
gratitude of the church, for her gift of 8800, 
000 which, he said, entitles her to be con- 
sidered the foundress of our Catholic Uni- 
versity.“ Accompanying the Cardinal's let- 
ter was one from the Pope to Bishop Keane, 
expressing gratitude for Miss Caldwell’s mu- 
nificence, and bestowing upon her the apos- 
tolic benediction. Bishop Keane handed Miss 
Caldwell the medal sent to her by the Pope. 
It is of solid gold and about two inches in 
diameter. It was struck by order of Leo 
XIII. at the beginning of and in commemo- 
ration of the seventh year of his pontificate. 
One side contains the profile of the Pope. 
On the other side is a representation of the 
genius of history lifted aloft by angels, with 
an inscription commemora the opening 
of the archives of the Vatican to the his- 
torical researches ot the scholars of the 
world. 

Miss Caldwell received the gift with bowed 
head. The ceremony of biessing the site 
of the chapel and laying the corner-stone 
was postponed on account of rain. These 
ceremonies will be performed at a future 
date. 

While the Bishops and a few specially in- 
vited guests were dining with the Cardinal 
at Dr. Chapelle’s this evening the following 
cablegram (in Latin) was received from the 
Pope: : 

The Pontiff offers his hearty congratulations 
for the work that has just been begun, and gives 
his apostolic blessing to all the Bishops. 

Full details of the ceremony were immedi- 
ately cabled to the Pope by Bishop Keane. 

The Caldwell family is from Kentucky, 
Miss Cald well's mother having been a sister 
of John C. Breckenridge, formerly Vice- 
President of the United States. Her uncle 
is the Rev. Robert Breckenridge, a well- 
known Presbyterian divine in Kentucky. 
Shakespeare. Caldwell, Miss Caldwell’s 
father, was also of the Presbyterian faith. 
Late in life he embraced the Catholic re- 
ligion, and being a man of great wealth, 
spent the remaining years of his lifein 
works of charity. 

Miss Mary Gwendolin Caldwell, who is 
suid to have inherited all the noble traits of 
her father, 1s a native of Kentucky, and isa 
girl of uncommon beauty and intelligence. 
She is not 25 years old, and received her early 
education in the Convent of the Sacred 
Heart in New York. After graduating she 
traveled extensively in Europe, devoting a 

tot her time to study, so that she is a 
highly educated woman in the broadest sense 
of the term.” 

The $300,000 donated by Miss Caldwell was 
the nucieus of the large amount of money 
that will be needed to erect the grand uni- 
versity. Negotiations were carried on, until 
now it is a fixed fact that phe university will 
be erected on a magnificefit scale, the build- 
ing aud grounds to cost before the work is 
completed several million dollars. 

The first to be constructed, however, is the 
divinity building. Ground for this was 
broken last fall. This will be located in the 


south west corner of the estate, will front 


south, and will cost about $200,000. The ex- 
terior will be plain, but massive, and brick 
will be used, although the entrance and the 
columns between the windows will be of stone. 
The plan consists of a centre or main build- 
ing fifty-five feet front, five stories in hight, 
with wings on each side 105 feet long, mak- 
ing a total frontage of 266 feet. An L wing 
on the left, which will be duplicated on the 
right when needed, makes the total depth 160 
feet. The chapel will be placed in the rear 
of the centre building, not on a level with

Chamberlain, the Murderer of Ida Witten- 


berg. 

Dir, Ind., May 24.— [Special. — About 
8:30 Ocloex this three prison- 
ers confined in the jail at Monticello, White 


of Ida Whittenberg, committed about five 
weeks ago. He was under indictment for 
murder in the first degree, and a sentence 
of death was almost certain. The other two 
prisoners who escaped were Robert Patter- 
son and Albert Benson, two tramps under 
indictment for highway robbery, who were 
to have been tried tomorrow. The escape 
was deliberately planned and was 
out according to the program. 4 

When Sheriff Henderson entered the jail 


to lock the prisoners in their celis he was 


assaulted by Chamberlain, who struck 
him heavy blow with an iron dar, 
fracturmg his skull and knocking 
him senseless. This blow was followed 


dy another on the head and one on the 


right arm, which was broken. While Cham- 
berlain was engaged with the Sheriff Patter- 
son and Benson threw open the doors of the 
corridor and battered out a window, through 
which all three escaped. The Sheriff's injuries 
will prove fatal. Each of the fugitives left a 
letter explaining the cause of this action. 
Chamberlain said he had done right in kill- 
ing Migs Whittenberg. He said he considered 
this his only means of ever regaining his 
liberty, and he would take the chances. He 
also complained that the atmosphere of the 
jail did not agree with his health. 

Patterson and Benson said in their letters 
that they regretted to resort to this means of 
escape; that they had dug through the 
cement, but lacking the necessary tools they 
could go no further; that there was little 
comfort or encouragement there for a tramp, 
anyway, and they had determined to leave 
the place. : 

When the alarm was given tonight and 
the circumstances of the escape made 
known the citizens of the town were 
dumfounded. It was half an 
hour. before any organized effort 
could be made to recapture the fugitives, but 
within an hour every man in Monticello was 
out. There was little attention paid to the 
tramps, for everybody was eager to 
recapture Chamberlain. He had said 
in his letter that he wouid not be taken alive, 
but he was not armed and the pursuers 
were not afraid cf him. They had him 
located in a wood pasture at one time, but 
before the woods could be surrounded he 
had made his escape. At 2o’clock a. m. there 
were 500 people in search of the murderer, 
and if captured he will be hanged to the 
nearest tree. 

Chamberlain’s crime was peculiarly 
shocking. He was in love with à beautiful 
and attractive young lady named IdaW hitten- 
berg, a daughter of a wealthy and highly 
respected family living at Reynolds, in 
White County. He claims that Miss Witten- 
berg had promised to marry him, but after- 
ward tiring of him had accepted the 
attentions of another. suitor. On the 
night of the murder Miss Witten- 
berg had been to church in company 
with the favored suitor. Chamberlain placed 
himself in ambush near home and awaited 
her return. Her escort left her at the gate 
and she proceeded to a door at the rear of 
the house to gain admission. 
attacked by Chamberlain, who attempted 
to overpower her, but she resisted him suc- 
cessfully until he placed a revolyer at her

The murderer, 
as he retreated, fired three shots at his rival. 
Miss Whittenberg severely for ten 
days ana died. During this time Chamber- 
lain was under a heavy bail. After the 
death of his victim he was placed 
in jail, and for safe keeping was 
taken firat to Delphi and then to Lafayette. 
He was returned to Monticello two weeks 
ago for trial, which was postponed to the Sep- 
tember term. 


METROPOLITAN STOCKHOLDEES QUARREL 


Trouble Over the Affgirs of the Wrecked 
Cincinnati Bank. 

CIncINNATI, O., May 24,— [Special. Forty 
stockhoiders, with Gazzam Gano in the chair, 
held a meeting today, when the United 
States, through Receiver McConville, turned 
over the Metropelitan ‘B&nk Mr. McCon- 
ville showed in his report that the available 
assets were over $700,000 on hand; cash on 
hand, $167,162; present liabilities, $23,000; 
bank’s real estate, $10,000; furniture, fixtures, 
and vaults, $15,000, Louis Krohn, one of the 
directors, raised a row by alluding to the no- 
torious syndicate who he claimed caused the 
original troubie. He called many of the 
present stockholders debtors of the bank. 
This brought George K. Duckworth, one of 
the largest stockholders, to his feet, who 
demanded if he was meant. Then the 
reporters were assailed for having com- 
plimented the receiver. Krohn declared 
that it was a cut and dried pian for 
the larger stockholders to freeze out the 
small try, and he opposed the election of Re- 
ceiver McConvilie as the agent of tne bank. 
McConville was, however, elected by 
votes representing 70,000 shares. The receiv- 
er refused to allow any committee of the 
stockholders to know the true condition of 
the bank, as his instructions from the Con- 
troller would not permit the exposure of 
the accounts of individuals. A commit- 
tee of stockholders will be appointed this 
week to act with him and by the 15th of July 
there will be a reorganization. George K. 
Duckworth, Treasurer of the Whisky Trust; 
George Gerke, the brewer; William Means, 
ex-Mayor; E. N. Roth of the St. Nicholas, 
and J. R. De Camp, iate Vice-President, own 
a controlling interest in the stock, having

A CAREFUL REVIEW OF THE YOLIT- 
ICAL SITUATION. 


The Elkins Crowd Rely upon Carrying the 

Empire State in Event of Mr. Blaine’s 

' Nomination by the Liberal Use of Money 

—The Candidacy of the Maine Man 

Would Mean the Loss of Indiana, New 
Jersey, and Connecticut. 

New Yorx, May 2.—[Special.]—Since 
Mr. Blaine’s friends persist in endeavoring 
to force his nomination contrary to his 
wishes, it becomes the duty of every Repub- 
lican to study the sitnation which the party 
would have to face in the campaign. First 
to be borne in mind is the fact that a nomina- 
tion along the une of Blaine or nobody” 
means in the campaign Neaw York or 
nothing.” The seif-appointed Blaine boom- 
ers in this city, who rendezvous and obtain 
their inspiration at the office of Stephen B. 
Elkins, admit that with Blaine nominated no 
effort would bé made to carry Indiana. 
Blaine was beaten 7,000 votes in that State 
four years ago, and is admittediv weaker 
now. Success of the Blaine campaign, there- 
fore, would depend upon New York alone. 
The Elkins crowd say they could carry New 
York with the Irish vote and the unlimited 
use of money. Noself-respecting Republican 


can consider the latter feature of tbis_pro- 


gram without a feeling of repugnance. No 
honest Republican wants the success of his 
party to depend upon a corruption fund fur- 
nished by Jay Gould and other odious repre- 
sentatives of monopoly. 

The thinking Republican will also object to 
this plan of putting all the eggs in one bas- 
ket. Leaving Indiana out of the contest, 
abandoning it to Democracy without astrug- 
gle, as would become an imperative neces- 
sity if Blaine were the nominee, also leaves 
out New Jersey and Connecticut. These two 
States would avail nothing by themselves 
without Indiana or New York, and with New 
York they would not de needed. The nomi- 
nation of Blaine, therefore, narrows the bat- 
tle to New York State, while with another 
candidate all four of these doubtful States 
would be contended for, with a decidedly 
good chance of winning. 

Could Biaine carry New York? That isa 
question which within ten days has been put 
to more than a hundred working, earnest Re- 
publicans of this Stats. The question has 
been discussed from ali points of view. The 
replies to the inquiries have run like this; 
Out of five Republicans talked with one ex- 
presses confidence in Blaine's ability to win 
the State; one says he has doubts, but be- 
lieves Blaine to be as strong as any other 
candidate; two are not willing to say 
whether be could or could not, but believe 
there would be a much better chance with 


another candidate, one who could bring all 


factions of the party in harmony, while one 
bluntly declares Blaine could not carry the 
State and that another Republican could. 
This is a fair representation of party senti- 
ment on this question, and among the five 
men included in this showing 1s none who 
would not be pleased to see Biaine President 
if he could be elected—no Conkling implaca- 
bles or mugwump sneerers. 

In a friendly conversation on this subject 
the Hon. Carroll E. Smith of Syracuse point- 
ed out the fact that Blaine made a remark- 
able run four years ago in that he wiped 
out all but 1,000 0f the 192,000 Democratic 
plurality of two years before, and that prob- 
ably he would have wiped it all out but for 
an accident. 

„True,“ said another gentleman who was 
sitting by; but let me point out to you 
some facts which may have escaped your 
notice. Are you aware that in the last four- 
teen elections the Kepublicans have carried 
this State but twice! Garfield carried New 
York in 1880, and the next year Carr was 
elected Secretary of State by a small plural- 
ity. At all other elections since 1872 the 
Democrats have been ahead, though in 1879 
Kelly’s independent run for Governor gave 
the election to the Republicans, while the 
Democratic vote was 35, over the opposi- 
tion. Garfield and Carr, therefore, are the 
only Republicans who have carried the State 
since Grant, and you must remember that 
they succeeded only because the party was 
united. In 1880 and 1881 all factions on the 
Republican side pulled together. They have 
not been harmonious since, and the State has 
been steadily Democratic. I argue from this 
that there is only one way to carry New 
York, and that is to nominate a man who 
can bring out the harmonious effort and full 
vote of the party. 

„Mr. Smith has said Blaine made a good run 
in 1884, but that depends a good deal upon how 

ou look at it. At the Presidential election 
ast preceding the Republicans had won the 
State by 21,000. Blaine took the field and lost 
by 1,000. It is not worth while to specify the 
causes ot his defeat, as they are well under- 
stood. The question to be considered is, Do 
those same causes exist today! I they do 
his nomination would be an unsafe one. 

Let the figures tell the story. Notwith- 
standing Blaine's great popularity ana his 
special elements of strength, his vote ex- 
ceeded that of Garfield by only 6,000, while 
the total vote of the State increased nearly 
70,000. Why could he not get his proper 
share of the increase? Because the Conkling 
implacables and the mugwumps were against 
him, and the question is, Are they against 
him now? 

Agood deal has been said,“ continued 
this gentleman, about Blaine’s great 
strength in New York City. The figures do 
not bear out this claim. A single statement 
of fact will be enough to puncture the state- 
ment that Blaine has great strength in this 
city. Cleveland’s majority over Blaine in 
York City was 2,000 greater than Hancock’s 
over Garfield.”’ 

The hope of the Blaine men is in the [rish 
vote. hile no one denies that he couid get 
a large support from that efement in this 
city, the Blaine boomers persistently and 
recklesly exaggerate his strength in that di- 
rection. The Irish vote in this city is largely 
controlled by Tammany, and Tammany is 
much more enthusiastic for Cleveland now 
than it was in 1884, Seeking light on this 
point, the correspondent called on Roswell P. 
Flower and asked him his candida opinion. 
‘I gay to you frankly,” he replied, “ that, if 
nominated, Blaine will get some Irish Demo- 
cratic votes, but he cannot get as many as he 
had in 1884. Tammany and the County De- 
mocracy are pulling together for Cleveland 
this time, and between them will hold the 
Irish Democrats pretty well in line.” 

Granting, then, that Blaine would gain as 
many votes from the Irish-Americans in this 
city as he would lose by mugwump opposi- 
tion, there still remains to be considered an- 
other and quite as importantelement. There 
is here a large class of Republicans who, 
without joining the — hehe or taking 

rt in’ the mugwump hue and cry against 
Blaine. are inclined toward independent vor- 
ing. Many of them are business or pro- 
fessional men who have become prejudiced 
against Blaine for personal or other reasons. 
Some of them are importers or exporters or 
engaged in the maritime trade in one way or 
another, and they have u general distrust of 
the wisdom of Mr. Blaine's foreign policy. 
Besides, the conservative business tod Gunes. 
cial men, always opposed to change when the 
existing state of things is satisfactory, ure 
for Cleveland, whom they know, rather than 
for any experiments with Biaine.

A JEALOUS HUSBAND'S DEED. 


James Dobie of Pullman Puts Four Bullets 
Into His Wife’s Body. 

James Dobie, a middle-aged Englishman, 
shot his wife at Pullman. The woman was 
alive ata late hour, but the physician de- 
clared the wounds mortal, A year agoa 
Mrs. Campbell secured a divorce from her 
husband. Shortiy afterward she became 
Mrs. Dobie. and the pair left Pull- 
man. Six months ago Mrs. Dobie 
returned, saying that she had 
been unable to live with Dobie. She was 
given a position in the Hotel Florence. Do- 
bie had not been seen in Pullman until yes- 
tercay. A few moments before 8 o’clock he 
entered the hotel by the back stairs, and go- 
ing to the linen-room, where his wife was en- 
gaged at work, with scarcely a word, 

pulled a 388-calibre revolver and, 
walking up within arm’s length of the 
woman, began firing. The first bali entered 
her head near the right eye and came out 
through the left eye. The second bullet 
struck the jaw-bone at the chin, glanced up- 
ward and into the mouth. The third 
ball passed through the right arm above 
the elbow, and the fourth passed through 
the right wrist. 

A number of painters at work in the hotel 
neard the shooting and hastened to the door 
of the room. Dobie was just emerging. He 
remarked that he “‘ guessed he had done his 
work in good style.“ The weapon was taken 
from him and he was emarched to the hotel 
ofice. An officer arrived from Kensington a 
few moments later and the prisoner was 
delivered to him. 

The injured woman was attended by Dr. 
John McLean. She said the shooting was 
without provocation, except for her refusal to 
live with him. To the officer who placed 
Dobie in jail the latter stated that he had 
heard that his wife had been seen in the com- 
pany of various men. 

In Puliman Dobie’s reputation is not of the 
best, while Mrs. Dobie’s actions and doings 
have never been the subject of criticism 
arte 8 her three years’ residence. At the 
Hotel Florence her employers spoke favora- 
bly of her, and declared the shooting affair a 
premeditated and cold-blooded murder. At 
the Kensington Police Station last night 
Dobie refused absolutely to say a word con- 
cerning the shooting.

The evidence ot her brother, a Mr. Col 
lins, was to the effect that he did not con- 
sider her insene, but that she was troubled 
with a species of hysteria. 

„Not hysteria, brother, but irritation, im- 
patience,” mildly broke in Mrs. Foley, who is 
of medium hight, spare build, has massive 
jaws, dull biue eyes, and iron gray hair. 
“She is desirous of becoming a metaphy- 
sician,“ continued the brother, and left 
her home ia California for Texas, where she 
studied with a lady in Dallas. She came here 
during last February and stopped at Dr. Me- 
Fadden’s. When she went there she was, I 
thought, uncommonly rational. Her flights 
of ay are now caused, I think, by too much 
study.

LAME LAW. 

In support of Judge Tuley’s slave-marriage 
decision Mr. Jesse B. Barton, who argues 
after the fashion of a class of lawyers who 
think nothing can be authorized or legitimate 
unless founded on a statute or a decided 
case, quotes a decision of the Supreme Court 
to the effect that “the slave was incapable 
of entering into any contract, not excepting 
the contract of marriage.” Of course the 
slaves had such disabilities under the local 
slave codes, but it does not follow by any 
means that a marriage unauthorized in the 
jurisdiction where it was contracted is void 
elsewhere. A Turk in the United States 
might marry three or four women, and, while 
his matrimonial relations here would expose 
him to criminal prosecution, they might be 
esteemed legitimate and proper in Turkey 
if he returned there and took his 
American-wed wives with him. Ordi- 
narily the local law determines the valid- 
ity of a marriage, but the rule has 
its exceptions. In the absence of an express 
obligation no State or country is bound to 
recognize or enforce in its own jurisdiction 
foreign laws hostile to its own system and to 
public morals. Hence, while slave marriages 
were invalid under the local slave codes and 
had to be so classed by the Supreme Court, 
it does not follow that in controversies 
arising under those codes they should be so 
regarded by the judiciary of a free State.

WIND, HAIL, AND RW. 


A Cyclone in Kansas—Bad Storms in Texas— 
Much Damage Done. 

WELLINGTON, Kas., May 24.—A cyclone 
struck the Town of Argonia, afew miles 
west of this city, about 6 o’clock yesterday, 
cutting a wide swath through the thickest 
settled portion of the place. Among the 
buildings destroyed are the Methodist 
Church, Palace Hotel, and a considerable 
number of stores and dwellings. No fatali- 
ties are reported, but several persons were 
severely injured by flying timbers and dé- 
bris. 

SutpHur Springs, Tex., May %4.—A de- 
structive hail-storm passed over the country 
two miles east of this place Tuesday, doing 
great damage to growing crops and fruit 
trees. The storm covered a belt three miles 
wide. The cotton — were completely 
destroyed and must replanted. Corn was 
also badly 24 The hailstones were 
so large that they broke shingles on the roofs 
of houses and tore limbs from trees.

Have a New Dam—The Committee to 
Investigate the Chicago Beef Packers. 


Wasurnoton, D. C., May 24.—[Special.}— 
Representative Townshend has reported back 
from the Military Committee the bill appro- 
priating $300,000 for the construction of 
buildings at Fort Sheridan, near Highwood, 
III. This was tite full amount asked for by 
the War Department and Mr. Townshend 
does not believe he will have any difficulty in 
inducing the House to pass it. When the 
post is once fully equipped it will become a 
part of the regular military establishment and 
the money for its maintsnance will be put 
into the regular appropriation bill. 


The Committee on Rules did not do any- 
thing today in the way of adopting a rule to 
allow different commi u chance to get 
their bills before the House. The Judiciary, 
Territory, Public Lands, and Pacific Railroad 
Committees are all demanding that days be 
set apart for the consideration of their bills, 
but the determination of the Democrats on 
the Ways and Means Committee to proceed 
with the tariff discussion next Monday in- 
terferes with these desires. Back of 
that is the determination of several 
Republicans to insist on the con- 
sideration of pension legislation and 
the addition of an amendment for 
this purpose to any program which the Com- 
mittee on Rules report to the House. 
The Committee on or the Democratic 
members, fear that the Pension bill may in- 
terfere with the tariff legislation and they 
will bably avoid reporting a rule if they 
can me so. Carlisle and Mills are 1 — 42 
barrassed over the situation and they lay it 
all to Chairman Matson of the Pension Com- 
mittee. He wasin no hurry about pension 
legislation until after he was nominated by 
the Democrats for Governor of Indiana. 
Then his zeal broke out in various ways 
and without consideration by the com- 
mittee he reported back a Pension bill 
which is much broader than the one vetoed 
by the President last fall, and much broader 
than the soldiers asked for.

When the bill was in Congress its passage 
was opposed by some on the ground that the 
commission would become a political machine. 
But this idea was scouted by the friends of 
the measure. They declared the office of 
Commissioner would be a judicial one and the 
Commissioners would no more think of min- 
gling in politics than would members 
of the judiciary. If the President had made 
up the commission on the theory that it was 
not to be an asylum this idea would have 
been borne out. But when he made Morrison 
a member merely because the latter was a 
politician out of a job it was felt the commis- 
sion was liable to forfeit the confidence of 
the country. Morrison’s election as a dele- 
gate-at-large to the St. Louis Convention has 
emphasizedall this. It has been no secret for 
the last six months that he was giving more 
time to politics than to the commission. 
Complaints have been made about an Inter- 
State Commerce Commissioner spenaing 
his time at the departments pressing his 
henchmen’s claims for patronage, but no 
heed has been paid to them at the White 
House. Between knocking out Black and 
pushing his own claims for the Vice-Presi- 
dency Morrison has had little time to look 
after the Government business, for which he 
draws $7,500 a year. Other members of the 
commission, however, have had their hands 
full. Judge Cooley’s health broke down in 
trying to keep up with the work shouldered 
upon him, and now Commiss»wner Walker 
has to carry the burden. Besides this it is 
felt that an Inter-State Commission whose 
members are manipulating politics might fall 
under the suspicion of trading with the rail- 
roads. But none of these things have weight 
with Morrison. He only sneers at them. 


Fred Hass of Rock Island, representing 
the citizens of that city and Moline, is in 
Washington asking Congress to appropriate 
$200,000 to rebuild the dam in the Mississippi 
River at the Rock Isand Arsenal. The dam 
was torn out by the recent floods, and the 
power for turning the machinery at tne 
arsenal was destroyed. Government work 
is thereforedelayed. But there is a stronger 
reason for the early action of Congress. The 
dead waters below the dam were used 
for floating -the logs at the five 
pianing-milis in Moline. The destruction 
of the dam has caused a -migh cur- 
rent to rush along on the oline 
side of the river, and there is now no way of 
staying these logs. The five mills, which em- 
ploy an average of 500 men each, have closed 
and 2,500 are out of employment. The miils 
had only been running a week on the spring 
business. and the men are therefore forced 
into idleness after having passed the winter 
out of employment. They cannot resume 
work until the dam is restored, and this fur- 
nishes an additional reason for early action 
by the Government. Senator Cullom this 
afternoon introduced a bili appropriating 
$200,000 for the cunstruction of a temporary 
dam and also a permanent one.

The West Side celeprated last evening the 
opening of the new theatre, the Waverly, on the 
site of Grenier’s Garden.

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‘TWO MORE NEW BISHOPS. 


JOHN P, NEWMAN AND D. A. GOODSELL 
HONORED BY THE METHODISTS... 


Mrs. Cleveland Occupies a Box at a Jotat 
Mass-Meeting of the Two Presbyterian 
Assemblies in Philadelphia—Fraternal 
Greetings and Congratulations Ex- 
changed — Other Presbyterian and 
Methodist Conferences—Various De- 
nominational Gatherings. 


NEw YORK, May 24.—Dr. Newman was in his 
customary seat in the Methodist Conference 
when the result of the tenth ballot, taken yester- 
day, was made known. The ballot resulted in 
no election. There were 435 votes cast and 200 
necessary for a choice. Dr. Newman received 
274, Dr. Goodsell 207, and Dr. Cranston 216. 

The result had hardly been aunounced when 
Dr. Baylis jumped up and offered a resolution in 
the interests of a fair count. He suggested that 
when the conference was called the delegates 
should rise and pass their votes to the teller, who 
should then declare the number of votes cast, 
of which an accurate tally should be kept. The 
conference would not hear of such a thing. 

The balloting was accompanied by a discussion 
of the Sunday-school paper question, until the 
fourteenth ballot showed that Dr. Newman had 
been elected. He received 320 votes out of a total 
of 488, 20 only being necessary to & choice. 

Two more ballots were taken, while discussion 
of a missionary to India went on, and on the six- 
teenth ballot Dr. D. A. Goodsell was elected by 
a vote of 320 out of 430 cast, which was 33 more 
than he needed. 

[John Philip Newman was born in New York 
City Sept. 1, 1826. He graduated at Cazenovia 
Seminary in 1848, and entered the ministry of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church the same year. He 
was the editor of the New Orleans Advocate from 
1866 to 1869. He was tor of the Metropolitan 
Methodist Episcopal Church, Washington, D. C. 
from 1869 to 1873, and Chaplain of the United 
States Senate from 1869 to 1875. In December, 
1873, he was appointed by President Grant In- 
spector of the United States Consulates, and in 
that capacity made a tour of the world. From 
1882 to 1884 Dr. Newman preached in the Madison 
Avenue Congregational Church. New York yoy 
He was Gen. Grant's pastor from 1869 to 1885. 
He is a member of the British Society of Biblical 
Archwology, and is the author of several suc- 
cessful works.]

BROTHERLY PRESBYTERIANS. 


Great Mass-Meetings of the Two General 
Assemblies. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 24—This was the 
centennial-day of tue Presbyterian Church, and 
the members of the two General Assemblies 
united in great mass-meetings in the Academy of 
Music and Horticultural Hall. The ceremonies 
began in both buildings at 10 o’clock this morn- 
ing, and the crowds in attendance at both were 
enormous. The immense Academy of Music, 
with its seating capacity of over 3,500, was 
jammed to suffocation, and every inch of stand- 
‘ug-room was occupied by a struggling mass 
of humanity. anxious to have a pay in the 
first reunion of the two great bodies of the 
Presbyterian Church in America since the 
division more than a quarter of a century: 
ago, in the Academy of Music the Rev. J. 
Bullock, D. D., Moderator of the Southern Gen- 
eral Assembly, presided, and seated with him on 
the platform were the Rev. William H. Roberts, 
D. D., Stated Clerk of the Northern General As- 
sembly; the Rev. Joseph T. Smith, D. D., of Bal- 
timore, ex-Moderator of the Northern Assembly; 
the Rev. James McCosh, D. D., ex-President of 
Princeton Coll ; the Rev. John Hall, D. D., of 
New York; the Rev. Charles H. Stoddard, editor 
of the New York Observer, and many others. 
When Dr. Smith said in welcom the South- 
ern guests that the audience would remember 
that the members of both these great assemblies 
were Presbyterians above all things, and that 
the brethren from the South had crossed Mason 
and Dixon's line almost without know where 
the division was, there was a round of enthusiast- 
ic applause. They were of the same ancestry, 
the same faith, the same glorious history. 

Then the 5,000 people rose and sang Praise 
God, from Whom all biessings flow.“ 

Dr. Bullock, as the representative of the 
Southern assémbly, made a brief but eloquent 
address, cordially reciprocated the fraternal 
sentiments of the brethren from the North, and 
said that, whatever might be the fina! disposition 
of the question of organic union, there was no 
feeling of alienation, or prejudice, or want of faith 
in the doctrines of their sister assembly. There 
was no obstacle that he know to fraternity and
